Set Up In Chamber Quarters

Rush County resident 
who has been unemployed for 
over thirty days can now apply 
for local jobs made available 
through 
the 
federal 
Com 
prehensive 
Employment 
and 
Training Act of 1973. 
Applications for these new 
jobs may be m ade beginning at 
9:00 a rn on Monday, February 
3, 1975, in the offices of the Rush 
County Chamber of Commerce 
on the 3rd floor of the county 
courthouse 
R ush 
C ounty’s 
allo catio n 
under 
the 
program 
exceeds 
$104,000 for public service jobs 
through 
Ju n e 
30, 
1975. 
Additional funds have already 
been 
com m itted 
for 
the 
program through June 30, 1976. 
According to the term s of the 
act the jobs may be in county 
governm ent, city governm ent 
or in any not-for-profit agency 
in the county. Many jobs have 
already been identified within 
these three areas locally. 
The qualifications for em 
ployment are basically simple. 
Any resident of Rush County 
who has been unemciuyed for 
m ore than 30 days is eligible to 
apply.

The program was approved 
for the county by the Board of

i ago. To insure that the em ­ 
ployment program would be 
quickly put into operation to 
employ county people as soon as 
possible, Mrs. Jane Billman was 
appointed 
to 
adm inister 
the 
program . As was noted earlier, 
Mrs. Billman will be directing 
the program from the Chamber 
of Commerce offices on the 
third floor of the Courthouse. 
To be known as Rush County 
M anpow er 
D evelopm ent, 
a 
special telephone system has 
been put in the Chamber office 
to 
handle 
in q u iries. 
M rs. 
Billman noted, however, that 
everyone seeking employment 
must come to the office to fill out 
an application form. 
Mrs. Billman pointed out that 
the objective of the program is 
to provide 
tem p o rary 
e m ­ 
ploym ent. 
“ A lthough 
the 
program 
h as 
been 
funded 
through June of 1976, we’ll be 
working to help find perm anent 
em ploym ent in the p riv ate 
sector as w ell.” 


Mrs. Billman also noted that 
the entire program is funded 
through the C om prehensive

N ortheasterners cleaned up after winds sw ept rain

flooding, power failures and wind dam age. The storm 
took the lives of a W est Seneca, N Y., youth and a 
74year-old R ochester, N Y., woman. 
In the West, a heavy snow warning was posted for 
Colorado. T ravelers advisories went up from the Rocky 
Mountains to the M ississippi Valley. 
Missouri went on alert for flash flooding. Fog plagued 
m otorists in the Gulf Coast states. 
More than two inches of rain washed Oklahoma and 
Kansas. In six hours, one inch of rain lashed Oklahoma 
City and Tulsa, Okla. 
The rains caused som e local flooding. 
Authorities said a 68-year-old woman w as killed when 
a pickup truck skidded off a ra inslicked, southeastern 
Oklahoma road and slam m ed into a tree 
Skies were clear over the G reat Lakes, northern 
Rockies and California. 
Early m orning tem peratures ranged from 26 degrees 
below zero at Bozeman, Mont., to 76 degrees at Key 
West, Fla.

The P re sid e n t said he o r­ 
dered the program extended 
because “ I believe that many 
of those who could benefit from 
it are only now learning of its 
application to their cases.” 
Charles Goodell, the form er 
New York Republican Senator 
who 
heads 
the 
Presidential 
Clemency 
Board, 
said 
the 
board 
urged 
a 
six-month 
extension to try to explain the 
program to those eligible. 
“The President was originally 
disposed to let it end,” Goodell 
said. “ He was persuaded that 
there were a great many people 
out 
there who didn’t 
know 
about th'1 program . Then, he 
said, ‘Well, let’s give it another 
m onth.” ’ 
Godell said, “We have had 
six tim es as many applications 
in three weeks as we had in the 
first four m onths.” 
Asked about prospects for a 
further extension if the current 
level 
is 
sustained 
through 
February, Godell said: “ I think 
probably if we’re getting a good 
reaction, the Clemency Board 
will recom m end further exten­ 
sion. That assum es a very good 
reaction in the next few weeks, 
but I have no idea whether the 
President will extend it, and 
people shouldn’t count on it.” 
The Ford program deals with 
convicted draft evaders and 
m ilitary deserters through the 
Presidential Clemency Board, 
unconvicted d ra ft re siste rs 
through the Justice Departm ent 
and unconvicted military des­ 
erters 
through 
the 
Defense 
Departm ent. 
O fficials 
recently 
have 
mounted an intensive public 
service television and 
radio 
cam paign and Clemency Board 
m em bers have been traveling 
the country to sell the program . 
The Board has received about 
6,000 applications from more 
than 100,000 eligible. Most of 
those applications cam e in the 
last three weeks. 
“The only redeeming feature 
of the extension,” said Warren 
Hoover of the National Inter­ 
religious 
Service 
Board 
for 
Conscientious 
Objectors, 
“is 
that it will allow a test of how 
effective 
the 
publicity 
cam ­ 
paign has been.” 
He predicted that ^within a 
week, applicants will “dwindle 
to the trickle they were at 
before the publicity cam paign.” 
He said F ord’s program “was 
not am nesty in any sense of the 
word. 
It is a punitive pro 
g ram .” 
He was echoed by spokesmen 
for other resister counseling 
groups, 
religious 
and 
civil 
libertarian organizations. 
Ellen 
Wilkinson, 
of 
the 
Central 
Committee for Con­ 
scientious Objectors, said her 
counseling 
organization 
has 
“spoken 
with 
hundred 
of 
people” eligible for the Ford 
program . 
"They rightfully say that they 
had little to gain and a lot of 
freedom of belief to lose by 
applying to earned re-entry.” 
Under the President’s pro­ 
gram , announced last Sept. 16, 
draft 
resisters 
and 
m ilitary 
deserters could apply to the 
appropriate agency and, after 
consideration of their cases, 
receive presidential pardon or 
clemency 
—in 
most 
cases ' 
dependent on doing a tour of 
three to 12 months alternate 
service.

—Out of 4,400 draft resisters, 
324 have volunteered for the 


program , or about 7.4 per cent 
of those eligible. 
The Rev. John Jordan of the 
National Council of Churches’ 
Special 
Ministries-Vietnam 
Generation, 
sum m ed up the 
position of m ost anti-amnesty 
groups when he said he felt the 
program “would not contribute 
substantially to a healing of the 
wounds of the Vietnam era, but 
would probably delay for two 
years or longer the healing of 
those wounds.”

rationing,” Bowen wrote. “ M em bers of Congress who 
oppose the price-tax provision in the adm inistration’s 
energy package seem ready to stam pede headlong into a 
rationing program . Like all stam pedes, this one has not 
been preceded by realistic thinking.” 


Jury Duty Protection Given 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Em ployers would be barred 
from penalizing an employe for accepting jury duty, 
under a bill approved Thursday by an Indiana Senate 
subcom m ittee. 
The subcom m ittee on O rganization of Courts and 
Criminal Code of the Judiciary Com m ittee approved the 
bill. 
A sim ilar bill passed, 90-0 in the House and was sent 
to the Senate. There was no House debate on it. 
The 4-0 approval of the bill sonsored by Sen. Adam 
Benjamin, D-Gary, cam e after objections from lobbyists 
for the Indiana M Anufacturers Association and the 
Indiana State Cham ber of Com m erce. 


Prison Shakedown Turns Up Weapons

while officials staged a “shakedow n” that produced, 
among other things, six loaded “zip guns” in one cell.

House Frowns On Penn Central Aid 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Senate has approved 
$275 million in em ergency aid to prevent a shutdown of 
the Penn Central Railroad at the end of F ebruary, but 
House passage m ay be delayed 
The Senate bill, approved 59 to 27, is designed to see 
the 20,000-mile railroad through a cash crisis and allow 
it to continue operation until a new governm ent-planned 
rail system takes over bankrupt eastern railroads at the 
end of the year. 
Senate passage cam e after Sen Lowell W eicker, D- 
Conn., warned that a shutdown of the nation’s largest 
railroad “ would plunge the entire country into a m ajor 
depression. ” 
PC’s bankruptcy trustees have said they would stop 
accepting freight shipm ents in mid-F’ebruary and would 
shut down entirely at the end of the month because they 
would be unable to m eet their payroll without further 
money from Congress.

Petroleum Supplies Increase 


Price Should Begin To Fall 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
respected economist gave Con­ 
gress encouraging news about 
oil today, saying the world’s 
petroleum supplies are rising 
sharply and prices eventually 
are bound to fall. 
Hendrik Houthakker, a H ar­ 
vard professor who served on 
the 
Council 
of 
Economic 
Advisers, 
said 
the 
fourfold 
in crease in w orld oil p rices 
during 1973 and 1974 led to a 
burst of successful exploration 
for new supplies which may one 
day result in a new oil glut. 
“ Inventories are being re ­ 
built” as a result, Houthakker 
told Congress’ Joint Economic 
Committee, “and this will in 
due course put pressure on the 
price. 
“ In the long run, 
further 
relief 
will 
come 
from 
new 
exploration, 
which 
is 
now 
proceeding at a feverish pace 
and 
has 
already 
led 
to 
considerable success, contrary 
to the popular notion that we 
are close to the limits of the 
world’s energy supply.” 
Houthakker said the world’s 
known oil reserves rose by 87.8 
billion barrels in 
1974—from 
627.9 billion at the start of the 
year to 715.7 billion at the end 
of the year. 
Only 
33.4 
billion 
of 
the 
increase 
was 
found 
in 
the 
Middle East or Africa, he said. 
Reserves in the entire noncom­ 
m unist world increased by 15 
per cent in the year, double the 
average 
growth 
rate 
since 
World War II. Noncommunist 
natural gas reserves grew from 
1,298 trillion cubic feet to 1,709 
trillion- a 31 per cent boost in a 
year. 
Houthakker said the world 
price of oil was “not nearly as 


m uch influenced by political 
factors as is commonly belie­ 
ved.” It would have occurred 
anyway—though at a slower 
pace—if there had not been an 
Arab-Israeli war in 1973, he 
said. 
He said the old economic law 
of supply and demand played a 
m ajor 
role. 
In 
the 
1960s, 
reserves grew so fast the price 
dropped. In the 1970s, the world 
experienced a boom, demand 
leaped and the price rose in 
response.

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RECYCLING BUILDINGS 
It’s hard to say anything good about a recession, but 
the current slump in the building business has one 
redeeming aspect: With less money available to spend on 
the new, there is a surge of public interest in conserving 
the old. 


More and more clients who might routinely have 
thought in terms of a new office building or new schools or 
new apartm ent buildings are now exploring the alter­ 
native of rehabilitating either their existing space or older 
buildings in the desired neighborhood, writes editor 
Walter Wahner in Architectual Record magazine. 


This is not only often less costly alternative, but in 
today's financial fantasyland, 
mortgage money for 
rehabilitation is sometimes available when financing for 
a new building is not. 
A survey completed by the magazine found that, in 
contrast to the slowdown in new building starts, the 
number of remodeling jobs has been greatly stepped up. 


According to Wagner, this surge of interest in and 
rehabilitation or remodeling or recycling or m oder­ 
nization 
amounts to nothing less than a revolution in 
attitudes. 


“Too often in the past,” he says, “as we have 
enlarged and ‘improved’ our cities and towns and neigh­ 
borhoods under overwhelming pressures for growth and 
change, we have ignored the existing scale, context and 
character of the place. 


“We — architects and clients and the public — are 
beginning to understand that we can no longer, for many 
reasons, ignore what is good and still useful from the past 
when we build new.”

Wouldn’t 
another word or words have 
been just as effective a safety 
valve? 
What brings up this whole 
m atte r of holding our tongues 
was em phasized by a couple of 
recent incidents.

Hardly. The language of each 
was something I would rule out 
even in the bedroom. 
T hen Jo e l L an d a u , a U PI 
photographer, and I covered a

theater people. The conversa­ 
tion opened with a spate of 
four-letter words and continued 
for about IO minutes. 
Then, our subjects, ap p a ren t­ 
ly gathering that they w eren’t 
talking our style, stopped the 
o b sc e n ities. T he r e s t of the 
interview was pleasant. 
Later,

said,

wondering how long you’d put 
up with th a t? ” 
f ’ftaclU gone m uch longer,” I 
said, “ W e’d have walked out.”

Taxidermist Held In

Milwaukee, Wis., both of whom 
disappeared in October. They 
officially were declared dead at

bodies have not been recovered. 
Darley and Fischer disap­ 
peared 
in 
October. 
Police 
officials said Kleason killed 
them during a robbery at his 
small trailer home behind the 
taxiderm y 
shop where 
he 
worked, then cut the bodies into 
pieces on a band saw in the 
shop. 
The pieces then apparently 
were dumped into a storage bin 
for animal parts to be ground 
into fertilizer, police said. 
Bits of flesh and hair which 
authorities matched with that 
of the victim’s were found in 
the shop, and clothing and 
other personal belongings were 
recovered near Kleason’s trai­ 
ler. 


Kleason was to have under­ 
gone a sanity hearing Wednes­ 
day prior to going on trial on 
charges of violating federal 
firearms laws. But U.S. District 
Court 
Judge 
Jack 
Roberts 
canceled the hearing pending 
settlement of the state murder 
charges. 
Roberts, 
instead, 
left 
the 
firearms charges pending and 
turned Kleason over to state 
authorities. 
The Travis County grand jury 
last week indicted Kleason for 
capital murder in the deaths. 
Doctors at a federal hospital 
in 
Springfield, 
Mo., 
found 
Kleason mentally incompetent 
to stand trial on the firearms 
charge and said he may have 
been mentally incompetent at 
the time the missionaries were 
killed. 


New York authorities seized 
126 rifles and shotguns, 
32 
handguns, four machine guns, 
tear-gas canisters, grenades, 
IOO pounds of gunpowder and 
42,000 pounds of ammunition 
when Kleasen was arrested on 
the firearms charge in 1972. 


He failed to show up for his 
trial in New York, and Texas 
officials refused to extradite 
him in 1974.

T hey’ll speak to 60 ethnic 
leaders from around Indiana

G roups 
president 
Eddie Amond 


Indiana has been privileged 
only once to have one of her 
citizens become President of 
The United States. However, 
four of her men have attained 
the office of the vice presidency. 


The first of the four was 
Schyler “Sm iler” Colfax. He 
was born March 23, 1823 in New 
York City and moved to Indiana 
in 1836. Colfax belonged to the 
Whig political party and bought 
him self 
a 
new spaper 
to 
propagate the party. His South 
Bend newspaper was The Saint 
Joseph Valley Register. In 1850 
Colfax ran for congress and lost 
He 
m ade 
it in 
1854 
as 
a 
Republican. Colfax rose through 
the ranks and by 1863 he was 
Speaker of the House. 


In 1868 he was selected by the 
Republicans to run for the vice 
presidency with U.S. G rant. No 
sooner was the election and 
inauguration 
over when 
the 
Credit Mobber scandal broke. 
The Credit Mobber Corporation 
was form ed to finance the coast 
to co a st construction of a 
n atio n al railw ay. When the 
tracks finally crossed the nation 
the 
com pany 
p resen ted 
co n g ress 
with 
a 
bill 
for 
$173,000,000. The railroad had 
a c tu a lly 
cost 
$83,000,000. 
Schyler Colfax was accused of 
taking a $1,200 bribe to ensure 
his voting for Credit M obber. 
When asked about the money, 
Colfax replied “ I was opening 
m y m ail at b reak fast one 
morning when out popped a 
cam p aig n 
contribution 
for 
$1,200.” 
When 
G rant 
w as 
renom inated in 1872 Colfax was 
dropped from the ticket. He 
retired to private life and died at 
M ankato, Minnesota on January 
13, 1885. 


While Colfax was having his 
problem s with scandal, Thomas 
H endricks 
w as serving 
as 
Governor of Indiana. Hendricks 
was born near Zanesville, Ohio 
on Septem ber 7, 1819. 
After 
g ra d u a tin g 
from 
H anover 
College in 1841 he was adm itted 
to the Indiana bar and set up 
law 
practice at 
Shelbyville 
H en dricks 
served 
as 
a 
Dem ocratic Congressman from 
1851 to 1855. Following this he 
served a stint as General Land 
Office Commissioner. In 1862 he 
was elected to the United States 
S en ate. W hile G overnor of 
In d iana 
in 
1876 
he 
w as 
nom inated to run with Samuel 
Tilden as the Vice Presidential 
nominee. He lost, but his chance 
cam e again in 1884 when he ran 
with Grover Cleveland and was 
elected. 


H endricks 
was 
sixty-five 
when he was selected to run and 
he had already had two strokes 
But 
he 
w as 
w anted 
and 
responded. His term lasted only 
nine 
m onths. 
He 
died 
at 
Indianapolis on November 25, 
1885 
Hendricks was a freshm an 
co n g ressm an in 1852 w hen 
C harles W arren Fairbanks was 
born near Unionville, Ohio on 
May ll. After his graduation 
from college, Fairbanks served 
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Girl Scouts

1896 he was the keynote speaker

Republican 
convention and the following 
year he was elected to the 
Senate. Fairbanks was selected 
to be Teddy Roosevelt’s running 
m ate in 1904 The newsier was 
more conservative than his New 
York bred boss and they didn t 
see eye to eye. Fairbanks took 
his opposition of Roosevelt’s 
policies to the Senate floor and 
as a result he was not nominated 
for a second term . In 1914 he 
was again the keynoter for the 
Republican national convention 
and in 1916 he was selected to 
run with Charles Evans Hughes 
as the vice presidential can­ 
didate. The Republicans lost 
and Fairbanks retired to private 
life and died at Indianapolis on 
June 4, 1918. 
Thomas Reilly M arshall got 
F airb an k s old job as vice 
president. He was born in North 
Manchester, Indiana on March 
14, 1854. After graduating from 
Wabash College in 1873 he began 
the practice of law at Columbia 
City. He served as Governor of 
Indiana 
from 
1909 
to 
1913. 
D uring 
his 
a d m in istra tio n 
progressive child labor laws 
were passed along with em ­ 
ployer liability 
leg islatio n 
Marshall was nominated by the 
Hoosier delegation as a favorite 
son 
candidate 
for 
the 
vice 
presidency. 
It 
took 
forty-six 
ballots to nominate Woodrow 
Wilson in Baltimore in 1912 and 
it was on that last ballot that 
Marshall swung the Hoosiers to 
Wilson. As a rew ard he received 
the nomination for the second 
spot 
Marshall spent his first term 
as vice president lounging in the 
Senate President’s chair and 
making 
such 
w isecracks 
as 
“ What this country needs is a 
good five cent c ig a r .” He 
created no political waves and 
was renominated in 1916. 
In 1919 President Wilson was 
stricken with 
a 
stroke 
and 
Thomas M arshall’s lazy hazy 
days were over. He lived in 
perp etu al fear th at 
W ilson 
would die and he would have to 
tackle the top spot. Many of his 
friends urged him to assum e the 
duties of the presidency because 
of Wilson’s illness. But Edith 
Wilson along with her husband’s 
faithful staff m anaged to keep 
power in Wilson’s hands. 
On 
N ovem ber 
23, 
1919, 
Marshall was speaking at the 
Civic Auditorium at Atlanta.

Elkhart police said Dennis 
Schwartz, 
president of 
Mis­ 
hawaka Valley Bank & Trust 
Co., paid the kidnapers $300,000 
for his w ife’s release. However, 
that figure was disputed by 
other 
police 
agencies 
who 
contend the amount has not 
been established. 
Police said two men in a 
delivery van Thursday morning 
drove up to the Schwartz home 
in Winding Brook, a suburb of 
South Bend, Ind., asked her to 
“look at something in the van” 
and abducted her. 
The kidnapers contacted her 
husband, dem anded the ransom 
and said they would call him 
later to instruct him where to 
leave the money, police said.
